lar hobby.

have noticed, to o , that mad houses are 
full of boldly inters. 
lint before I could 
make up my mind to leave the room, the 
history o f the old cradle commenced to 
unfold, and I have always been glad that 
it did, for my venerable companion was 
most entertaining and gave a history'that 
IB well worth preserving. Xii** animation 
shown by the old lady had greatly' su r­ 
prised me from the first. 
My surprise 
was increased when ber sketch of the old 
cradle began. H er eyes sparkled, lier 
wrinkled checks were not as crimson as 
the romping school girls, but they were 
quite rosy. 
After relating that the old 
cradle was made from Ito&rds hewed from 
an apple tree which for many years grew 
on tin.* ground where now stands the 
palatial residence of Hon. Marshall Jew ­ 
ell, iu Hartford, C/oiinecticut, and that 
the tree was killed by a lightning stroke, 
she kepi me i ii anxious suspense by fix­ 
ing her eyes o n tin* relic and keeping 
them there for at least ten minutes. 
When they were raised, two tears fell 
from them marking each withered cheek, 
and there was more than a slight tremor 
ill her voice ps she sjH»ke. 
“It is a long, (nugatory, condense it as 
I may, aud p e r h a p s it is best that I do 
not attem pt to reiat * it.” 
I had already heard enough to I tecum** 
deeply interested, and inst'ad of feeling 
like dying from what I had feared might 
Ik* another hobby-riding exhibition, I 
earnestly begged her to proceed, and not 
bethink of condensing, on my account.

my lot to do a great deal of rocking. 
Think of me as a little girl in home-spun, 
standing by tills cradle aud nicking rosv- I 
faced babies, ll less mc, if I had a penny , 
for each time I have s<*en this r«K*k back 
and forth, I could buy a dozen of the liest 
farm s iu W aukesha comity, 
lf J do not 
stick closely t > my text you must over- 1 
look it, for you know people—esjKvially 
ladies—of my age, the giddy creatures, 
are apt t a Ive more or less nighty. 
I had 
live I joys and live girls. 
They all were I 
rocked in the old cradle iii which their 
great-grandmother aud motlier had found j 
consolation and si mulier times without 
nam! s r. 
I ii accordance with the estab­ 
lished custom, my eldest daughter came 
into possession of it the moment sin* had 
occasion to use a cradle, and in it she 
rocked eight of my grandchildren. 
My* 
first grand daughter rocked nine little 
ones in it, and her lirst child rocked my 
first great, great-grand-child. 
AI iont a 
year ago the little one left it aud I togged I 


so hard to have it by my side the re­ 
mainder of my days that they let me 
have it. 
When i am not reading, 
sleeping or at my meals, I sit by the side 
of the old cradle and recall the chubby 
little faces I have seen in it, think of 
them as their possessors g rew to manhood 
and womanhood, and reflect upon the 
records they made. Counting visiting 
and ne ighbor babies, it has held more 
thau enough for a regiment, including 
gill babies. Statesmen, soldiers, judges 
and men and wotneu of nearly all stations 
in lift* have slept between these rougli 
iMiards. Hut I must not draw on the I 
fancy'. The facts will absorb enough | 
time. 
“Three of my great uncles and two of ! 
my uncles were soldiers under General J 
W ashington in tho revolutionary war. ! 
One of them, a major, was killed at Ger- t 
man to wn. The others returned to their j 
Connecticut homes after the war, one Ik*- j 
mg a colonel aud the others holding com- , 
missions of some kind. 
The colonel 1 
served a term in congress early in tins I 
century . Only think of it, they who tie- ! 
fended our country more than a century j 
ago, and whose bones have been whiten- j 
iug for many years, were little babies and 
slept iii this cradle. 
Four of my uncles 
were soldiers in the war of 1812. Two of 
them fought at New Orleans, uudcr Ja c k ­ 
son. One was a major, two captains aud 
one a lieutenant. The major was an em i­ 
nent lawyer, and was a suprem e court 
judge, in Connecticut, at the time of his 
death. One of the captains was often in 
the legislature, and served one term as 
speaker of tin* assembly'. One of my 
brothers and two of my sons were iii tin* 
Mexieau war. 
Both of my boys were 
wounded at the storm ing of Mexico. One 
was a captain and tin* oilier a lieutenant 
when they came home. 
My brother re­ 
fused promotion, and came borne as In* 
went, a private. 
My son, the captain, is 
a lawyer in C incinnati,aud has b«*en lieu­ 
tenant governor of Ohio. rite lieutenant 
served a .term in congress before the war, 
from tin* same State. 
Both are liviug. 
They wen* out here to visit us last month. 
I could tell you iinn*!i of my daughters, 
sisters, aunts, and great aunts, not to 
mention 
gr.ind-daugliters 
and great 
grand-daughters, 
who 
have 
occupied 
this wonderful old cradle, but I am sure 
you do not desire me to go fully into 
particulars. 
“Iii the last war eleven of my grand­ 
sons wert* soldiers. 
It was hard to have 
the fine fellows go, but they were need­ 
ed, and I would not have prevented their 
enlisting had it Invii iii my {lower. 
I 
hated slavery, and felt from tile start that 
the war would kill it; and, thank God, it 
did. Gin* was killed while leading his 
regiment in General G ran t’s attack on 
Vicksburg, iii June, IST*:*. Two, captains, 
wen* with Reynolds at G ettysburg and 
captured and taken to Libby prison, 
where they died—star vt si to douth. 
An­ 
other was killed at Lookout Mountain, 
and the other lost Ins lift* at the time of 
the mine explosion iii front of Peters­ 
burg, 
Virginia. The other six were 
wa Minded, two of them losing ail arm. 
Oiu* was a brigadier general, two were 
colonels, one a captain, one a lieutenant 
tun! the «»tliA*r a si*rgt*ant, ut the close of 
tile war. The* brigadier gcucral, out* of 
the colonels, aud the two captains who 
starved bi death spt*nt their baby-hood, 
or a part of it in this old cradle. 
When alone in this room, it is easier 
for me to recall tin* faces I ’ve seen 
iii 
that cradle than it is for mc to kt*ep my ! 
m ind from wandering iii that direction ; j 
so ye rn see I have good company when 
done. You now understand why I prize 
it so highly. 
No one can tell how much 
I enjoy it. 
B ut wait a moment. 
There are two 
tilings I want to show you.
